Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present optical compensation plate comprises an optical compensator layer 
and an anti-cracking layer . The optical compensator layer is a cholesteric layer produced 
from a liquid crystal monomer (selected from formulae 4-19) and a chiral dopant 
(selected from formulae 19-44) and an anti-cracking layer. The anti-cracking layer 
containing a moisture-curing isocyanate (selected from hexamethylenediisocvanate or L 
3-bis(isocyanatomethyl)cyclohexane) has a glass transition temperature below 100 °C . 
See the Examples and Comparative example in the present specification for the 
comparison. The prior art fails to disclose the present novel compensation plate.
